But Paris wouid not hear of such a thing. 

Mrs. Deacon was the most charming nov- 
eliy that had come to Paris in many a 
day. She was “taken up"’ in a transport 
of enthusiasm. All Europe heard of this 
tall, slender young woman, with the won- 
derful transparent skin, waving chestnut 
hair, irresistible voice and a fascination al- 
together indefinable. 

It should have pleased Mr. Deacon to 
know that his young wife was the idol of 
the critical world. On the contrary, it 
irritated him very much. He grew gloomy, 
suepicious and, his wife testified later, crue! 


to the point of violence. The breach grew 
between them. Even the four lovely little 
girls failed to restore the happiness that 
had been destroyed. 

Then there was a powerful disturbing ele- 
ment in the person of a Paris clubman, M. 
Abeilie, whom Deacon had met a few years

Deacon himself was arrested, tried at 
Nice and convicted of murder, but in con- 
sideration of the alleged circumstances of 
the crime, imprisoned but a short time. 

Other legal complications followed thick 
and fast. 

There were numberless squabbles over the 
four little girls. The result of the first 
court decision was that the eldest child, 
Gladys, now soon to be Princess Lichten- 
stein, was sent to a convent, where both 
parents might visit her. Mr. Deacon then 
sued for divorce. Each made serious 
charges against the other. 

As the outcome of it all, Edward Parker 
Deacon went back to America to live, while 
Mrs. Deacon remained in Europe, dividing 
her time between a convent and quiet wa-

NEITHER WOMEN NOR CHILDREN 
FEARED. 


Delicately Reared Ladies Fought the 
Fires While Their Husbands 
Kept the Walls. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—A heroine of the 
siege of Pckin, Miss Hannah Wefts, is vis- 
iting the home of her brother, Henry Wels, 
of No. 1528 Brook avenue, in the Bronx. 
For two terrible months Miss Wels was in 
the British embassy in Pekin, and all that 
time the men and those about here were 
fighting for their lives and those of the 
women with them. Bullets and stone can- 
non balls rained on the embassy, but Miss 
Wels declares that after the first few days 
no one felt fear, so used to the fdea of 
death had all of them become. 

Miss Wels is the maid of the Baroness 
von Ketteler, widow of the German ambas- 
sador who was slain by the Chinese in the 
streets of Pekin last June. She says that 
Baron von Ketteler was not killed by a 
mob of Chinamen, but by a Chinese officer, 
who shot the Baron in cold blood. 

Miss Wels is young and pretty and a 
linguis She speaks German, her native 
language; English, French, Spanish and 
Chinese. She said: 

“When the Baron did not come to the 
embassy every one was greatly alarmed, 
and the Baroness was unable to obtain 
any word from him. It was always under- 
stood that if there was an attack we should 
all go to the English Embassy. and after 
a time we took wh we could carry and 
went there. .There was a great crowd 
there—women, ;children and Chinese ser- 
vants. Everybody, at least all of the 
women and childréf, were in a panic. We 
all expected tos die right there in Pekin 
but I hoped that our side would be able 
to strike a good blow at those myrderous 
Chinamen before they overwhelmed us.

Speciai."" This car is in charge of an in- 
spector whose cuty it is to look after the 
supplies of ail departments on the Galena 
and Wisconsin divisions. 

A short time ago the purchasing agent of 
the road.Charles Hayward, assumed charge 
of the supply department,replacing Edward 
Osgood, who had been the supply man for 
about 10 vears. Immediately upon assuming 
charge Mr. Hayward began to. work’ out 
his plan of reform. He appointed an in- 
Spector, and, after consulting with the 
superintendents of the Galena and Wiscon- 
sin divisions, W. E. Morse and T. A. Law- 
son, respectively, he decided to introduce 
the service of the ‘‘Economy Special.”’ Then 
he sent circulars to all agents on the two 
divisions urging greater economy. The in- 
epector started out with a lot of pencil 
holders. which he distributed as a means 
for getting the good out of pencil stubs too 
short to wield effectively. 

It is estimated that every year $500 worth 
of pencil stubs are thrown away Dy the 
employes who have occasion to write and 
figure. Too many pen points, too, the sup- 
ply man gave out, were discarded before 
their usefulness had fully passed. He told 
the employes that instead of throwing 
away pen points when they became weak 
they would be expected to revitalize them 
by heating them with lighted matches. He 
ordered shopmen, machinemen and en- 
gine cleaners to return their used waste to 
my headquarters instead of throwing 
t away. The old waste now is cleaned 
by a process and returned for further use. 
he inspector now issues limited amounts 
of waste, enough to meet the requirements, 
but not enough to warrant a reckless and 
extravagant application of it. 

The reform has opened another business 
to the Vanderbilts and other owners of the 
road. It provides for the return of all ink- 
stained impression cloths used in offices. 
These cloths, a very great number of which 
are used annually, are collected by the chief 
of the “Economy Special,’”’ carried back to 
this city, sacked and sold for old rags. Fur- 
thermore to make the surp'us showings 

more gratifying to the stockholders the sup- 
ply agent has ordered that every lamp- 

ck be used until there is not enough of 
it left to connect with the oil in the bowl. 
Tiny pins have been provided to the lamp 
users to keep the short pieces of wick in 
position for continued service. 

Trainmen have been ordered to practice 
more marked economy. They have beer 
given to understand that links, pins, lantern 
globes, lard oil, flags, torches, torpedoes 
and other things in common use are valu- 
able, and that they would be expected to be 
as careful with them as they could be. 

The inspector takes the “‘Economy Spe- 
cial” out every 60 days, visiting all places 
on the two divisions. At each office he 
checks up the supplies on hand, notes what 
is needed and gathers in the old waste, bent 

ins, twisted links and other things that

Mollie Foxwater is not an ugly, coarse- 
featured woman, as many squaws are, but 
she possesses many of the refining features 
of her white sisters. She has heen well 
educated and has also traveled much. Ten 
years ago she was married to a young man 
by the name of Mercer. He came from IIli- 
nois to the Indian country. There had al- 
ways been more or less romance surround- 
ing this maiden and the fact that she pos- 
sessed a secret of a lost gold mine was 
enough to cause any young man with ro- 
mantic tendencies to seek her out. Mer- 
cer did so to his sorrow. He was married 
to the young half-breed squaw and she 
furnished the money to take an extended 
wedding trip. He was given plenty of mone 
to spend and did not have to work, but ail 
the time he sought to know from whence 
this gold came. One day he was missed 
‘by his companions. She said he was tired 
of living with her and that was all there 
was toit. People supposed he had returned 
to his home in Illinois. 

Three vears later she was married again. 
This time A. F. Grimes, a farmhand, was 
charmed into thinking he could worm from 
her the secret of her wealth and hidden 
treasure. But it was not long until he dis- 
appeared as mysteriously as did his pred- 
cessor. She was suspected of murdering 
him, but no one could enter sufficient proof 
to hold her and the man never had any 
relatives who cared enough to attempt to 
secure proof against her. Four years ago 
she was again married, this time to a man 
whose name was Smith. He was taken on 
a long trip, wined and dined at the ex- 
pense of this Indian maiden. In less than 
'six months his curiosity had got the 
better of him and he was put out of the 
way for trying to make his wifé tell him 
where she got her gold. This summer she 
was married, for the fourth time, to Wil- 
liam Winters.

Efforts to learn where these mines were 
roved futile. At different times many men 
1ave made the trip through the Grand 
river hills with the hope of finding the 
mines or some trace of them. It is very 
dangerous even at this time for a white 
man to traverse this country, from the 
fact that it Is ch aoe se only by § full- 
blooded Indians who hate the sight of a 
white man in what they term their sacred 
domain.

WO PEACE TILL ALL ARE DEAD 
OR CAPTURED. 


Cowardice of Two Aristocratic Regi- 
ments Again Attracts Attention—

LONDON, Nov. 17.—A map showing the 
present area of disturbance in the Trans- 
vaal and the Orange Free State, published 
in the Westminster: Gazette, is causing a 
painful disillusionment respecting the ef-

The map shows that since Oct. 
British forces have been attacked, with 
more or less serious loss, in every district 
throughout both states, in addition to sev- 
eral places in the old British colonies. 

As illustrating the extent of the Boer re- 
sources as well as the untversality of the 
determination to fight to the last, the map 
occasioned profound amazement and alarm 
here. It accounts for Lord Roberts’ orders 
that no further troops leave South Africa, 
and places in a very dubious light his as- 
surances that the war is over.

Extermination, 
The burden of all letters now coming from 
the scene of operations is that the only 
way to terminate the war ts by giving a 
free hand to Lord Kitchener to exterminate 
the Boers. The notion of a Boer accept- 
ance of subjection has been abandoned by 
every one on the spot. 
Earl Rosslyn’s abject apology, under the 
strongest social pressure, directed by the 
Prince ef Wales himself, for hinting that 
the Tenth Hussars and the Life Guards 
ran away at Koornspruit, has not disposed 
of one of the ugliest incidents of the war.

WANTED TO KILL EVERYBODY. 


HEADS OF LEGATIONS CALL AT 
BERLIN PALACE. 


All Express Gratification at the Escape 
of the Ruler From the Lu- 
natic’s Fury. 


BERLIN, Nov. 17.—The attempt upon the 
life of Emperor William, the opening of 
the Reichstag and the new situation in 
China by the reported willingness of the 
United States to co-operate forthwith with 
the powers in Pekin, give plenty of food for 
discussion during the week. The Emper- 
or’s assailant, from the latest report, seems 
indeed to be demented. She was born at 
Larnowitz and is a Pole by nationality. 
She earned a living at Breslau as a ped- 
dler of woolen socks. She had been in the 
habit f clocking herself up in a room when 
at home and her neighbors had heard her 
mumbling for hours. She had threatened 
to kill the landlord if ejected. Yesterday, 
before she made the attempt upoh the Kai- 
ser, ejectment proceedings had been taken 
against her and she had bargained with 
a laborer for paving ston®@ which she 
wanted for the purpose of killling every- 
body. She subsequently purchased the new 
hatehet, with Which sne attempted to kill 
the kmperor. At the police inquiry today 
the woman answered the questions put to 
her by saying: “‘Kveryoody tries to mur- 
der me. Therefore 1 must murder the Kai- 
ser. 

All the heads of the legations and em- 
bassies in Berlin caiied at the palace to- 
day to express gratification at the escape 
of his majesty. ‘he press today points out 
that the crime is devoid of political feature. 

The China situation is viewed here rather 
without hope.’ The latest diplomatic news 
from Pekin emphasizes the fact that there 
is no reilable information there regarding 
the momentary intentions of the Empress 
Dowager and the Emperor, but the pre- 
valling opinion among the envoys there is 
that they do not intend to return to Pekin. 


Regarding the powers of Li Hung Chang 
and Prince Ching for negotiating terms of 
settlement, there is the strongest doubt 
among the envoys. The statements ema- 
nating from Washington that the United 
States will hereafter act jointly with the 
powers and deprecating the reported inten- 
ion to interpose obstacles to punitive ex- 
peditions are received here with unanimous 
Satisfaction, a number of the papers point- 
ing out that once the Chinese court under- 
Stands ‘that there is no split among the 
powers they will more willingly give full 
Satisfaction. -However, the attitude as- 
sumed by the Russian press this week, 
which is distinctly and violentlv hostile to- 
ward Germany, arouses disquiet here.

posted in “raciology.’’ The journal in 
question, established by Anton C. Hes- 
ing, more than half a century ago, was 
the oracle of the Germans in Illinois, 
and in Chicago especially, and as such 
was a great power. On al! matters that 
concerned the German-Americans the 
Staats-Zeitung spoke cum privilegio and 
especially when it spoke for them with 
oa to national politics. It was the 
outhpiece of the German in the North- 
west and its dicta were final. After the 
death of Colenel Anton C., his son, 
Washington Hesing, (the “Wash” of the 
cartoonist, and a veritable patronymic, 
for he was a very popular man) suc- 
ceeded to the editorial management. 
“Wash” Hesing represented the mod- 
ern type of the German-American. He 
saw the inevitable absorption of the 
Teutonic tnto the American and it need- 
ed no prophetic inatinct to anticipate the 
passing of the German. The Teuton in 
Chicago has become more thoroughly 
Americanized than his countryman in 
any other large city. Perhaps the cli- 
mate had something to do with it, per- 
haps the larger admixture of Celtic, 
Latin, Czech and Slav found in that 
heterogeneous metropolis. There is still 
the ‘‘North Side’ it is true, as of yore, 
but a large portion of that once distinc- 
tively German town is now Scandina- 
vian, while the most desirable districts 
are absorbed by streets and avenues in 
which wealthy, or, at least, well-to-do 
citizens, Americanized out of all sem- 
blance to original foreign stocks, have 
their residences, all speaking English 
and almost invariably insistent upon 
their un-hyphenated Americanism. he 
younger esing managed the Staats- 
Zeitung well, even brilliantly, 
decay was steady. The falling off 
readers was steady. The erman 
seemed to be disappearing before the 
Scandinavian, the Pole, the Russian, the 
Hungarian. These “‘new’’ races, so to 
speak, forced the Germans to identify 
themselves with the Americans more 
and more distinctly. It is to be consid- 
ered, however, that the decline of the 
great German paper of Chicago occurs 
when, on the one hand, there is no sign 
of the lack of vitality in the New York 
Staats-Zeltung and when, on the other 
hand, there is arising in St. Louis, per- 
haps, the greatest German paper in 
America. Mr. Otendorfer, in New York, 
is still an oracle, but it is sus- 
ected that the property which he 
as established {s not destined to 
continuous. success after he _ shall 
have retired. The rise of the West- 
liche Post in St. Louls has probably had 
not a little to do with the decline of the 
Chicago Staats-Zeitung. Die West- 
liche Post is at present a combination 
that could be called German only by 
courtesy. It is a truly modern Ameri- 
can institution. It is the result of a 
combination of the strength and re- 
sources of two strong and resourceful 
men, Dr. Emil Preetorius and Dr. Carl 
Daenzer, the latter formerly the dis- 
tinguished editor of the Democratic 
Anzeiger des Westens, the former the 
founder of the Westliche Post on strong- 
ly Republican lines. The two papers 
consolidated, the Anzeiger becoming the 
evening edition of the Westliche Post, 
and both merging in a Sunday paper 
called the Mississippi Blatter. The cor- 
poration has adopted all the most ad- 
vanced ideas of the great dailies. It il- 
lustrates the papers in half tone. It 
publishes colored supplements. When it 
wishes to be strongly impressive it edi- 
torializes in English. It prints and pays 
for special articles in English. Its man- 
agement goes in for participation in pub- 
lic affairs. The institution is rampage- 
ously non-partisan and strictly up-to- 
date in all its methods. Though printed 
in German its spirit and the general 
quality of its management are intensely 
American. This has had the effect of 
taking away thousands of subscribers 
from the Chicago paper in Illinois. The 
Americanism of Die Westliche Post is 
such that to-morrow the establishment 
could get out all its papers in English 
and enter into competition with the 
English dailies on a pretty fair footing. 
It appears, therefore. that the tremend- 
ous success of Die West'iche Post really 
emphasizes the deduction from the fail- 
ure of the Chicago Staats-Zeituneg. The 
German people can only exist by a con- 
tinuous process of Americanization, and 
that process tends tnevitably to the 
elimination of the German altogether. 
The German-American population of St. 
Louls has much more solidarity than 
the same population in ang other of our 
great cities, which may account, tn part, 
for the strength of the German-Ameri- 
can newspaper here, but the so-called 
clannishness is breaking down. even 
here, and the signs are that when it does 
break down, its members will find an 
American organ develoned from the Ger- 
man, ready to voice their opinions and 
cater to their tastes. It {s inevitable 
that, as this country grows in wealth 
and civilization, the races will become 
absorbed in Americanism and the Fne- 
lish language will supersede all other 
European tongues. This absorption is 
the more rapid where the American 
spirit is more prevalent and vice versa. 
That the Teutonic element has done its 
share—and is doing it—in the upbvuilding 
of this great Nation may be taken for 
granted, for. from ocean to ocean. the

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TO LIVE FIGHT ON ONE POUND 2 FOOD A DAY 


Experiments Now Being Conducted in Oklahoma by Unele 3 
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“AMERICAN

EMERGENCY. 


Sam’s Agents Will Prove His Fighters’ 
Powers of. Endurance. 


OW to live and fight on a pound of 
food a day is a problem now being 
solved by the subsistence depart- 

ment'of the United States army. 

A campaign is being conducted in Okla- 
homa territory, in which a body of men are 
going through the evolutions of actual] war- 
fare. They are in the field away from their 


headquarters, are kept on the watch in the 
presence of an imaginary enemy, and are 
subsisting entirely on emergency rations, 

Twenty-five enlisted men of Troop A, 
Eighth Cavairy, comprise the force with 
which the experiments are being made. 

The condition of the men is being closely 
watched. They are stripped and weighed 
morning and night, and a careful record 
kept of their temperature. 

Three different rations are being tested. 
Each of them is enclosed in tin, in con- 
venient shape for carrying in the saddle 
bag, haversack or pocket. Bach package 
contains food for one person for a day, and 
the contents of each tin are carefully di- 
vided and wrapped into three equa] parts. 

The first ration was prepared by tho 
board making the experiments. A careful 
examination and analysis wags first made 
of the food preparations used in nearly all 
the Buropean armies. The ration consists 
of a composition of broken wheat, which 
bas been baked, and evaporated beef. This 
combination can be made into a soup by 
simply pouring hot water over it. There 
Sre also three cakes of chocolate in this 
ration, besides pepper and salt. 

The other rations are equally compact 
and are prepared with the one idea of press- 
ing a great amount of nutriment into smal! 
space, 

How can a man live and fight on one 
pound of food a day? How much food does 
the ordinary citizen who considers himself 
well fed eat dally? 

Physiologists say that the normal capa- 
city of the human stomach, undistendod, 
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is one pint, yet here is what goes into the 
stomach of the average man once a day. 
This estimate, for liquids, is made on the 
old saying, “A pint’s a pound the world 
around.” Solids are estimated on the 
weight of meats, etc., as observed in dally 
life,

These books. are especially kept for the 
schools. They are in sets of 30 books each 
and are interchanged every two weeks. A 
fet means 30 books of the same copy. for 
use by an entire class at the same time.

OOKS for supplementary reading are 
supplied by the library to schools in 
sets of 30 each, packed in a wooden 

box easy to handle. Nearly all the public 
schools of St. Louls now take advantage 
of this opportunity to supply the pupils 
with interesting and instructive reading 
matter other than their textbooks. 

The sets of books are issued on requisi- 
tion of the principal of a school. We for- 
ward them to the nearest library station 
and the principal sends a couple of boys 
to carry the box ‘to the schoolhouse. 

They may be kept two weeks, with privi- 
lege of renewal for two weeks more, and 
even for a third fortnight, provided there is 
no demand for the set from another school. 

There are 30 copies of the same book in a 
set, so that.this number of pupils may be 
reading the work at the same time. Some 
Rfets are in duplicate, and a school may 
have both sets, unless one is wanted else- 
where, Bach principal must recepit for the 
ey and gee that the set is returned in-

Pupils are permitted to take books home 
when desired. Usually the teacher acts as 
librarian. 

In some of the outlying schools, too far 
from distributing station, we have estab- 
lished small library branches. Among 
these schools are the Longfellow, the Ca- 
rondelet, the Shepard and the Walnut Park. 
As many as @ books are issued to one of 
these schools, and they may be kept a 
year. Usually the teacher returns them in 
exchange for other books at the end of a 
half-year.

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WORSHIP QUEER DOLLS AS GOD: 
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Harvard's Big Collection 
of Them Reveals 
Odd Customs.

NE of the most curious collections of 

() dolls to be found in the world has 

been arranged in one of the cas¢é 

in the Peabody Museum at Harvard, com- 

prising nearly 100 figurines carved out ol 

the root of the cottonwood by the Moki 
Indians of New Mexico. 

Nothing can be imagined more naively 
grotesque in form and coloring than these 
little figures, which symbolize the katcinas 
or Moki gods, but are none the less the 
genuine playthings of the little Moki giris 

They belong to the Mary Hemenway col- 
lection of Tusayan objects which was 
brought together from the ruined pueblos 
of Arizona and the villages of the Moki 
Indians by Dr. J. Walter Fewkes and the 
late Frank H. Cushing; and deposited by 
Mrs. Hemenway’'s executors with the eth- 
nologica) collection of Harvard University 
in the Peahody Museum. Most of them 
were obtained from the Moki by T.. V. 
Keam, an Indian trader of Keam’'s Canyon, 
Arizona, 

The great ceremonials of the Moki, from 
which these dolls are derived, are among 
the most interesting In the world; and 
though the dolls are really. dolls and not 
idols, they furnish the most complete com- 
mentary possible on the religious reliefs 
and customs of the Indians who made 
them. 

The Moki dances—the great snake dance 
in particular—are well known, -In these 
dances the men of the tribe appear in 
masks representing, by a definite symbol- 
ism, the gods in whose honor they are 
held: and the dolls which are given qut to 
the children—with the intention, probably, 
of thus instructing them in this symbolism 
~—not only are made to suggest the dancers 
in their masks, but are themselves distrib- 
uted at the “Farewell Dance," so-called, or 
katcina—for the word means both the god 
and the ceremonial in his honor—which 
takes place the last of July or the first of 
August. 

Moki mythology includes a great number 
and variety of gods. There are the great 
gods who dwell forever in the beautiful 
San Francisco mountains, the Moki Olym- 
pus, 75 or 80 miles westward from the Moki 
villages; and the lesser gods, who come 
among the Moki in December, and leave 
them to return to the mountains in mid- 
summer, The latter are the katcinas. The 
object of their sojourn in the villages is 
that they may learn the needs and wishes 
of the Moki, and report them to the great 
gods. 

While the katcinas are in the Moki yil- 
lages, the inhabitants take every oppor- 
tunity to please them and do them honor. 
In the course of the season half a dozen 
festivals take place, not every year to the 
same katcinas (except that the first, or ‘‘re- 
turn’ festival is always in honor of the 
war katcina), but so arranged that in the 
course of a few years all may receive their 
fair amount of worship. 

There ane 60 or 70 of these katcinas, many 
of them the gods of rain and water, as is 
natural in so dry and torrid a country as 
Arizona, while others are called after the 
commoner wild animals, as the antelope 
katcina, the wolf kKatcina or the mountain 
sheep katcina, or after the staple articles 
of food, as the maize katcina. 

The farewell katcina may be given in 
honor of any one of these gods. It lasts 
nine days and nine nights. There are both 
secret and public ceremonies connected 
with it, the former being carried on by 
the priests or chiefs in an underground 
chamber called a “‘kiva,’’ and the latter 
consisting of a dance in the village, in 
which 30 or 40 persons take part, each 
dressed to represent the katcina who has 
been chosen for worship. 

While the priests are by themselves in the 
kiva celebrating the Sites of the god, the 
body of men who are to perform the public 
dance retire into another kiva to prepare 
the paraphernalia which they must wear on 
the day of their appearance. 

If it is the lightning katcina, for instance, 
that has been selected for this occasion, 
each man is dressed to represent him and 
no other divinity. 

In 1890, when the members of the Hem- 
enway expedition observed the farewell

dance, the antelope katcina had been 
chosen, The forty dancers, more or less, 
who were to take part retired Into the 
kiva allotted them, and occupied several 
days in painting the masks, kilts and im- 
plements which they were to wear or carry, 
with the symbols’ proper to the antelope 
god. There were to be 33 men and six 
women represented, but all the performers 
were men, Hach fashioned for himself a 
helmet of such odd pieces of leather as he 
could procure, or more often refurbished 
an old one used before. The helmet amount- 
ed to no more than a rough mask, in the 
form of a. cylinder, which should rest upon 
his shoulders so as completely to hide his 
head and neck. A couple of slits were cut 
for his cyes, and another for his. mouth, 
and the whole was appropriately decorated 
with symbolical bands and spots of paint 
in honor of the antelope katcina. In addl- 
tion, the dancer got ready a long kilt of 
cotton canvas, or, if he were to be a 
woman, a blanket. 

The musical instruments Sg pen by each 
person consisted of a couple of rattles—one 
made of a dyed gourd containing small 
stone, and fastenedte.a handle; the other 
an arrangement niff@é Of a tortoise shell, 
to be tied to the calf of the left leg in 
such a way that it would rattle in the 
dance, 

Besides making ready these paraphernalia 
the performers in that farewell katcina 
must make a number of toys for the chil- 
dren, miniature bows and arrows for the 
boys, roasted ears of corn and cakes of 
meal, and, above all the dolls for the 
little girls. 

ome of the dolls are so elaborate that it 
is impossible for a man to make one of 
them in the few days that he #vends in re- 
tirement in the kiva. As a matter of fact, 
therefore, he has been at work on his doll, 
very likely, for some time before he finally 
goes into the kiva; and if he only puts the 
finishing touches on his work while there, 
it is thought that he has satisfied all re- 
ligious requirements. ‘ 

On the morning of the dance, the per- 
formers igsue from their kiva, and go to a 
recess In the roek the ¢house of the 
katcinas,” not far from the town. From 
this rock-room, which lies to the west, the 
dancers enter the village at daybreak, each 
‘bearing in his left hand a doll, or, it may 


be, two dolls, and a twig of spruce, typify-" 


ing the mountains, to which the katcinas 
are to return; and in ‘his right, the gourd 
rattle. During the morning they dance 
from time to time without attracting any 
special attention from the villagers. In 
the afternoon, however, the people, dressed 
in their best clothes, gather to watch the 
dancers, who appear bearing this time not 
only the dolls, but the roasting ears, the 
bows and arrows, and the other things 
meant for the children. “There,is no spe- 
cla] ceremony connected with the presenta- 
tion. The children sit with their elders, 
and the bows an@, cakes and dolls are 
handed to them wont any fognality. 
As has been said®the dotis are whittled 
out of the root of the cottonwood, which is 
chosen for several reasons. One is that 
there is very little cottonwood growing near 
the Moqui. Another is-that it is a sacred 
tree, since it grows along the water courses, 
the most precious possession of the Moqui. 
Moreover, it is very light, and so seft that 
it cuts with the greatest ease. The dolls 
are now whittled out with jack-knives, 
but in the old days, before the white man 
came, stone knives were used, and even 


now the smoothing and polishing of dolla 
is mainly done with a piece of sand-stone. 
The dolls are of all sorts, That an ante- 
lope or a mountain sheep katcina is the goa 
of the farewell celebration, is no reagon for 
the making of antel gods or mountain 
sheep gods. His choice of a katelfia made, 
the Moki whittles his cottonwood reot into 
shape and paints and dresses and otherwise 
ornaments his doll in the unvarying, abso- 
lute manner which will suggest the katcina 
it is meant to represent. He makes his 
paint brush for drawing his lines by chew- 
ing the end of a stick, Of late ant- 
line dyes have taken the place, the 
most part, of the old native pigments. 
The forms and colors of the dolls are very 
numerous. They are decorated with pieces 
of cloth, eagles’ and owls’ feathers or bits 
of yarn. On them are painted a greet va- 
riety of symbols—to indicate the lightning. 
or the thunder cloud, or the halj or the 
rain storm. Very often the rainbow is 
curved over their heads. Very many of 
them bear a curious headdress in the form 
of a thin tablet of wood, which is cut in 
an archaic but symmetrical pattern of 
much elaboration. Most of the special sym- 
bolism is to be looked for in the earving 
and making of the masked heads, while the 
bodies belong to more or less general types. 
Sometimes they are painted on both sides 
alike, and sometimes differently. Some of 
them are naked and some of therm 
blankets or the dance kilts. Most of them 
vary in height from six inches to a ‘foot 
and a half. 


There are several in the Harvard collec- 
tion which are nearer four feet. One of 
these latter is a composite figure, one doll 
bearing another on its head, with a third 
above the second. ) 

On account of the ceremonial significance 
of there queer dolls, they receive better 
care from the children who own them 
than do the dolls of civilized communities. 
Although a child may be seen carrying one 
abcut in the fashion of a mother her baby, 
there is evidently some religious feeling in 
the matter, ber slight. Usualty she 
hangs them up tin 4 row along the wall of 
her mother’s house, for which purpose ef- 
ery doll is made with a loop of string. It 
is seldom that one can go into a Moki 
house without seeing one or two of these 
dolls hung up, sometimes as many as seven 
or eight. :

According to the national epic of the Babylonians. which groups various « t 
tnyths round the adventures of a solar hero, Nippur (Niffer) or Calneh was om 
of the four original cities of Babylonia—the other three being Babylon, Erech a 
| Surippac or Larankha—and, according to Genesis 10, these four cities formed th 
| tetrapolis of Shinar or Sumir, where the Semite invaders of the Accadians first ob 
/tained permanent settlement and power. 

This region, Babylonia: geographically and ethnologically, occupies the who 
distance enclosed between the two great rivers of Western Asia, the Tigris a 
Euphrates. It comprises all that alluvial tract which intervenes between the Arabian 
desert and the river ‘Tigris. The Babylonians are the Chaldeans of the Hebrew 
prophets. : _ 

The Accadians, referred to above, with whom our knowledge of Babylonia begins, 

traced their native abode to the mountainous country south of the Caspian. Theif 
language is said to show a:Turaman origin. if this is so they have descended re- 
_motely from the Mongolians. . Tribes of uncultured Semitic nomads seem to have 
settled among these Accadians and to have become in the course of time’ the dom- 
inating race. » Sargon I .(4000.B.C.) of the Semitic dynasty was a great patron of 
learning. Through his efforts ‘the library of Agade (Sippara) became very famous. 
Lhe city of Babylon was destroyed by Sennacherib in 691 B.C. but was rebuilt 
by his son and successor, Esar-haddon. 

All this, however, is recent Iistory as compared with the discoveries made by 
Prot. Hulprecht during the past year as director of the University of Pennsylvania

Villard was 22 years old then. He had not 
given any promise, barring his habit of 
close observation, of future: greatness. He 
did not plan for himself a high place in the 
business world. At least he did not indi- 
cate to his confidants that he had a predi- 
lection for large enterprises. 

It was his apparent expectation to settle 
down in Belleville as a country lawyer. in 
furtherance of this expectation he studied ~ 
law in the office of Judge Snyder, This was — 
supplemental to his studies along the same — 
line in a university in Germany, to which 
his father had sent him. 

When Villard arrived in Belleville he was 
“broke.”’ He had left the old countty with- 
out the consent of his father and also with- 
out any of his father’s money. He landed in 
Chicago and with an imperfect knowledge 
of the language and customs of the coun- 
try he was not able to get employment

One was an Irishman. The other a Ger- 
man. Both were naturalized American cit- 
izens. Both made their money in the 
United States. One was a representative 
of the great West. The other was typi- 
cal of the far East. Yet, strange to say, 
Daly went from the Fast to the West. 
Villard went from the West to the East. 

Roth died in New York, only seven 
hours and thirty-five minutes apart. Vil- 
lard died at 12:15 a. m. Daly followed at 
7:0. 

Daly was a Montana copper king. Vil- 
lard was a New York financier and a rail- 
road promoter and president. 

Daly piled up money, million after mil- 
lion, and his fortune never waned. 

Villard made three gigantic fortunes and 
lost two of them, vet died worth $15,000,000, 

Daly was born in Ireland. 

Villard was a native of Germany. 

Daly knew the value of hard labor aid 
had experienced it under the most acverse 
circumstances. He was a prospector and 
practical miner. He had worked in over- 
alls with a pick and shovel. 

Villard had labored, but more with his 
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against him. Just what it was is not re- 
membered now. 

In his distress he wrote to his Belleville 
relatives. Robert Hilgard, a cousin, then

MARCUS DALY’S CAREER. 


M ARCUS DALY, coming from Ireland 


as a boy, landed in New York, but 

soon found his way to the extreme 
west. He reached San Francisco In 1861, at 
the age of 13 years. The gold was there and 
the determination to get it was in him. The 
gold was not destined to make the fortune 
of this poor Irish immigrant boy. Within 5% 
years he was to own more copper than the 
world had ever seen before—copper in such 
enormous quantities that it could be meas- 
ured only by the trainload—copper so plenti- 
ful and so valuable that tts worth could be 
estimated only by the million dollars’ 
worth. 

Hie entered the mining regions with the 
little money he had saved while working 
for a farmer. With a pick he dug away for 
wages, and he earned every dollar he got. 
He asked question, he observed and he 
listened. He wanted to have an understand- 
ing of the work in which he was engaged. 
Iie was determined to look under the sur- 
face to find out all about mining. 

In this he succeeded, developing into a,

ulation of 250,000. It reduces 4000 tons of 
ore every day and during 1898 cut more 
lumber than any other establishment in 
the. United States. 

The copper king’s ability as an organizer 
cannot be overestimated. 

Marcus Daly was a 6-footer. big, deep- 
voiced and athletic. Me had all the impetu- 
osity of his race, the geniality to friends, 
the heartiness to those who pleased him. 
the relentlessness to those who crossed his 
path with intent to do him injury. 

Without an account of his celebrated feud 
with William A. Clark of Montana. also a 
copper king and many times a millionaire. 
the history of Daly’s life would be incom- 
plete.

ENRY VILLARD was in his sixty-

California Railroad Co. and thé Oregon 
Steamship Co., being made president in 
i875. “He acted as one of the receivers of 
the Kansas Pacific Railroad Co., and later 
bought up the bonds of the road. He be- 
came interested in the Oregon Steam Navi- 
gation Co. and the Oregon Railway & Navi- 
gation Co., of which he became president. 

Beginning with practically nothing, in the 
course of one year he made $3,500,000 in rall- 
road corporations. He got up a famous 
“blind pool,”’ in which Charles Woerishoffer, 
Greorge M. Pullman and Broker Endicott 
became interested. With others they sub- 
scribed to a fund of $8,000,000 and placed the 
money with Villard, who began quietly buy- 
ing up Northern Pacific. On his representa- 
tion those in the deal put up $12,000,000 more, 
and in 1881 he was elected president of the 
road, 

The crash came in 1884. It was discovered 
there was a deficit of $20,000,000 in the as- 
sets of the company. The Villard stocks 
went to pieces. It was said Villard had lost 
his entire fortune with the exception of se- 
curlties worth $200,000, 

With this money he went to Germany 
and remained there three years. In the 
old country he secured backing and again 
purchased Northern Pacific, which stock 
immediately boomed. 

In the Wall street panic of 1890 Northern 
Pacific went to the wall, and Villard again 
lost his fortune. He succeeded once more 
in rehabiliating the securities. He died very 
wealthy. 

Among other interests Villard was pres!- 
dent of the Edison General Electric Co. He 
was in former days a formidable rival of 
Jay Gould and Collis P. Huntington.

F the Earl of Beaconsfield could arise 
from his tomb in Westminster Abbey 
to rewrite the final chapters of ‘‘Loth- 

air’’ with what mingled feelings he would 
contemplate the close of that great drama 
of real life with his jeweled pen trans- 
ferred to the storehouse of English litera- 
ture. 

Not even his florid imagination could find 
anything lacking in the circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of his Lothair, the Mar- 
quis of Bute, with all the feudal pomp sur- 
rounding that great chieftain’s obsequies 
and the romantic coloring of the crowning 
act whereby his heart is buried in Jeru- 
salem. 

tut the other side of the picture, the old 
age in exile of Mgr. Capel—the Catesby of 
“Lothair’’—what would Disraeli have said 
to that? 

If he could indeed issue from Westmin- 
ster Abbey, and, guided by the legal dis- 
position of the departed nobleman’s be- 
quest of $500 a year to the one-time Beau 
Brummell of English Catholicism, rediscover 
Mer. Capel on his California ranch, one is 
tempted to believe that he would write a 
new romance with the once famous priest 
for a central figure, and that it would a 
wondrous sermon on the vanity of earthly 
things and the snares of ambition. 

it is a story that unfolds itself naturally 
in tableaux, and the setting of the first 
tableau is one of unexampled richness. Dis- 
tilled by the Earl of Beaconsfield’s peculiar 
genius it is the property of the world in the 
pages of “‘Lothair.”’ 

Mer. Capel was in his early manhood a 
trusted dignitary of the vatican. Though 
his power has departed and the church he 
served no longer smiles upon him he will 
live in ecclesiastical history as the man 
who converted more Englishmen to Romc— 
Ienglishmen of the first importance—than 
any other churchman in any century. 

That one sentence tells of his achieve- 
ments in religion. It would need a book 
larger than ‘“Lothair’’ to tell adequately 
of his triumphs in society and his mastery 
over the gentler sex. 

Pieture a man of the rarest personal gifts, 
with voice, presence, cloquence, grace, phy- 
sical beauty, manly strength, learning, per- 
suasiveness, zeal, sympathy, patrician 
breeding and that mysterious quality we 
call magnetism—picture all this and more to 
the uttermost limits of your imagination 
and you will still probably fall short ,cf 
realizing what Mgr. Capel was to the En- 
giand of the middle of the century. 

If he had not been a churchman and one 
were called upon to cast another part in 
life for him one would almost inevitably 
select that part that calls for the inter- 
pretation of many parts. And if Capel had 
been an actor {it is questionable that the 
history of the stage would place any name

All England talked of Mgr. Capel. 
England flocked to hear him preach. 
England hung upon his smile. 

It was useless for the Protestant hier- 
archy to thunder. None could resist the 
personal influence of the man of Rome. 

To have made Rome tolerated in Prot- 
estant England weuld have been achieve- 
ment enough for fame. But Capel did 
more, far more than that. He made Rome 
fashionable. 

Only the extraordinary combination of 
qualities faintly outlined above could have 
accomplished such a feat. 

To have converted the Marquis of Bute 
alone was a Herculean labor of the intel- 
lect, reinforced by extraordinary emotional 
gifts. For the Marquis of Bute was a 
Protestant of Protestants. He had been 
brought up in the strictest Presbyterianism. 
He was a man of uncommon intellectual 
power and great beauty of character. It 
was in his very blood to believe that Rome 
was the irreconcilable enemy of British 
institutions. 

For a missionary of Rome it would be 
difficult to find a herder nut to crack than 
the thoughtful, conscientious, patriotic 
Presbyterian Marquis of Bute. 

But Mer. Capel, the irresistible, accom- 
plished the task; and the immense for- 
tune of one of the richest peers of Great 
Britain was laid open to the tribute of 
Rome. 

Vetter still, the conversion of Lord Bute 
Started an epidemic of conversions in the 
British aristocracy. Mgr. Capel brought 
one patrician penitent after another into 
the fold of the Holy Father. The world 
rang with his triumphs. Such a mission- 
ary had never been known. 

No ascetic of the cloister was he, but a 
man whom you could meet and admire at 
my lord's dinner table or in my lady's salon. 
in the discharge of his holy office you be- 
held him arrayed in the most imposing of 
ecclesiastical robes, environed with all the 
picturesque pomp wherewith Rome makes 
Strong appeal to artistic and emotional 
spirits. 


So much for the first 
presented in ‘‘Lothair.’’

Ten Thousand Men Play the Game on 12° Alley 
and They Have 350 Clubs, of Which 
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: T. LOUIS is the great cocked hat city of the world. It has 125 sets of 
S alleys where the game is played. It has a federated league in which eighty 
teams of five men each play the game for prizes nine months of the year. 

It has 350 cocked hat teams, including the eighty league teams, and not less than 

10,000 persons who patronize the alleys and to some extent play the game. 

Standing shoulder to shoulder the devotees of cocked hat in St. Louis would 
make a solid line of men reaching from the levee out Olive street to a point 
two hundred yards beyond King’s highway. 

Within the ranks of this army of bowlers there are luminous stars— 
strong-armed, sharp-eyed, cool, calculating young athletes who are the {nest 
cocked hat players in the world. All the world’s records belong to St. Louis. 
All the invincible teams are made up of St. Louis men. , 

Though a game of the under world—for the greater part of bowling alleys 
of St. Louis are in basements—cocked hat is still a game patronized. by the best 
of people. The cocked hat rollers of St. Louis are business men, professional 


men, clerks and accountants. 

There is a league of druggists, a league of merchants. and in the clubs 
scattered through every part of the city are lawyers, doctors and writers. 

They are the men who like athletics and who are too busy during the day 
to play baseball, football, golf and tennis. _ 

They have only the evenings for atheletic work, and the cocked hat alley, 
with its bright surface aglow under electric lights, is the field in which they run, 
throw, twist, turn and exercise evefy muscle. 

Cocked hat is all Greek to the man who does not play. It is all nonsense 
to the man who is not athletically inclined. But to the man who plays it is 
everything. It is his love and his lodge, his club, his gymnasium, his place of 


rest from his business cares. ; ees 
He began the game because he wanted exercise. Now he is playing it because 


it is the finest fun he has found. 

He goes home at night fatigued with the day’s work. He is almost too tired 
to eat. But the club bowls tonight, and he must eat that he may have strength. 

He goes out to the alleys. The boys of his club are there. There is a halo 
of good fellowship around the alleys. an air of activity, agility and strength. 
His fatigue slips off with his coat. He. forgets whether things. went right or 
went wrong that day for now he is all wrapped up in the game. He eyes his own 
score and the scores of his team mates and opponents. He comes up to shoot. 
Who would pick him now for a man tired with a day’s work? He grips the 
ball like a vise. He crouches at the head of the alley like a panther before the 
spring. He leaps up, runs, fires, slides and turns, and the ball goes whirling 
and hard ahead and disappears in the pin pit with a clanging of hard wood and 
the music of a strike. . 

He is all right now. He has forgotten the fatigue—forgotten everything 
save the strike up-and the need to hang something on it. It was great exercise 
that jump. run and throw; but he has forgotten that. He is so far along in the 
game now that he thinks of naught but the score. 

When the match is over he goes home with his eyes so wide open he 
wonders if he can sleep. He thinks he is all worked up. But he rests well and 
is up early, and coming downtown the next morning he plays the match all over 
again in his mind and wonders if he can wait until they get together again. 
He is full of cocked hat, and just like him, just exactly like him, are thousands 
of cocked hat players in St. Louis. They all get that way. They can’t help it 
any more than a bird dog cam help leaping forty-five times around the gun when 
the master walks out to go hunting for quail. paeee 

Rip Van. Winkle found bowlers hard at it on.a mountain side, but there 
has been a radical geographical alteration in the game since Rip wandered the 
earth The game is in basements now. Not that ground floors and upper 
floors are reserved for better things, but because a cocked hat alley must be 
perfectly level and is always best when built upon the ground. There is no 
more cheerful place to the bowler than the underground bowling alley. With 
its merry fellows, its bright lights, its tobacco smoke and keen excitements, it is 
a place isolated from all the world, with the hours given over to good, hard 
sport and never one thought of the day. It is to him, indeed, a time when 
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BUILDING A COCKED HAT ALLEY. 
By CHARLES A. WHITE, a Cocked Hat Promoter, 


EW things are built with more care than a good cocked 
hat alley. The pins are hard enough to hit when the 
alley is faultless. This is the way we build the per- 

fect alley: 

We first spread four inches of concrete over an area 70 feet 
long and wide enougli to make a foundation for sO many al- 
leys each 36 inches wide, Lengthwise upon this concrete bed » 
we lay cedar sleepers, 4x4 inches and 2 feet and 6 inches 


apart. The interstices between sleepers are filled with con- 
crete. Upon this we lay cedar cross pins 2x4 inches and one 
foot apart. The interstices are half filled with concrete and 
toped off with cinders. The alley is now ready for the surface 
timbers. They are hard maple strips, 4 inches wide and sev- 
en-eighths of an inch thick. They are laid on edge. A single 
alley, perfectly made, with its equipment of balls, pins, scoré 
ing boards and all, costs $750. 

St. Louis has the finest cocked. hat alleys in the country. 


The expert bowlers demand fine alleys. Every miss counts 
and they must rely upon the alley to carry true when the 
player delivers a perfect ball. The perfect cocked hat alley 
is, above all, level. It must not be too slick for the player 
to run upon it. It must have a proper equipment of cushions 
at the back, ball runs at the side and pin spots attheend. 
It must not be dead. The balls must not strike with a flat 
hollow sound, but there must be a ring of almost metalli¢ 
contact and an elastic bound. 

I hardly think there will be any change in the alley adopted 
by the cocked hat players of-St. Louis. The game is now so 
thoroughly scientific ag to be full of uncertainty. It is a 
rare thing for any one to make the possible score or even to 
approach it within 10 or 20 points. It is illustrative of the 
difficulties of the game to say that the best rollers in St. 
Tt do not average more than 51 or 62 points of a possible

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HOW COCKED HAT GAME HAS GROWN. 
By AUGUST E, BZNGEL, Proprietor of the Cres-

OCKED HAT is distinctively a St. Louis game. It was 
neither originated or named here, but there are more 
cocked hat»players in St. Louis than in all other cities 
im the United States. It is an old game, its origin and 
hime, I believe, dating back to the eighteenth century, when 
tien wore the cocked hat, turned up on three sides. 

Just how the name of the hat was associated with this 
bowling game is not known, so far as I have been able to 
learn. 

The game is about 10 years old in St. Louis. It was played 
in the city back as far as in the middle of the century, but 
there was no general following of it until 1890. Since then 
the game has grown wonderfully, especially within the last 
two years. There are now thousands of men who play it and 
the city is full of alleys. We estimate that there are no less 
than 125 places in the city where the game is played, and 
none of these places have less than two alleys. Many of them 
have four, five and six. These alleys are patronized by more 
than 300 clubs. Eighty of these are league teams having a 
central organization, with rules for the game. These rules 
were written and adopted by the organized bowlers of St. 


Louis. ; 
The different leagues in the city have from eight to 12 
teams in them and all are governed by the same rules. . 
I do not expect that any changes will ever be made in 
these. The expert cocked hat rollers of St. Louis have worked 
at the game until they have made it much the most scientific 
game rolled upon a bowling alley. They have experimented 
with everything and the game played in the city now repre- 
sents the survival of the fittest in its every ramification. 
The men who play cocked hat are gentlemen. The expenses 
of the game bar all others.

This is about as clever a deter- 
mination of the sport as could be ex- 
pressed, As to the etymology of the name, 
the generally accepted theory is that it 
was derived from the turmed-up hat 
such as naval and military officers wore 
on full dress occasions in the last century. 
In St. Louis cocked hat is a game which 


has taken a strong hold upon public favor. 
Although a comparatively recent pastime 
it has been in existence long enough to 
make history. 

Bowling might be called the national 
winter game, as it takes the place of base- 
ball the country over during the cold sea- 
son, and cocked hat, which is purely a 
local development of bowling, will sooner 
or later take the place of tenpins in every 
bowling alley in the United States. 

The game furnishes as great a fascina- 
tion for persons of athletic body as does 
baseball, and,- like the summer past.me, is 
just as full of uncertainties. Like baseball,

As a health-promoting pastime cocked 
hat cannot be excelled. It is better than 
tenpins, inasmuch as it brings into play 
more of the scientific nature of bowlers and 
requires greater exercise to master it suc- 
cessfully.

St. Louis Cocked Hat League. 

This league was organized in the sum- 
mer of 1890. The season was very success- 
ful, yet only two matches were rolled the 
first year, in addition to the league games, 
whereas, six years later, in addition to the 
matches rolled by the teams in two leagues, 
over 100 independent clubs were weekly 
hard at work on the centrally located 
alleys. This does not include the swarms of 
bowlers who were interested in the sport 
and nightly met-in an informal way on the 
numerous alleys. 

The initial championship season of the 
league was productive of a highly exciting 
wind-up between two of the clubs. When 
the Grands and Pastimes, theieaders, ap- 
peared on the alleys for the concluding 
and decisive match, they were tied as to 
the number of games won and lost. Not 
until the final game was rolled was the tle 
broken. In that game the Pastimes tri- 
umphed.

RS. A. W.—Callousness is caused by 
shoes that do not properly fit the 
feet or by improper distribution of 

the weight on the foot so affected. I really 
think you should go to a good chiropodist 
for this trouble. It is difficult to take per- 
fect care of one’s own feet. You will find 
relief in paring the callous parts and filing 
them off with a Japanese file, which can be 
got of any toilet department in one of the 
large shops. 

An important contribution to the com- 
fort of the feet is absolute cleanliness. 
The feet should be bathed every morning 
at least, winter and summer, with soap 
and water, and a brush should be used. 

If your feet pain you very much at night 
you may soak them in water to which you 
have added a tablespoonfvl of common 
washing soda to about enough water for a 
foot tub.

nat whith #0 greatiy tends to make the 
home pleasant and cheerful is within ‘the 
reach of all. ‘There is not a home so poor 
that the windows cannot be filled with 
flowers, if someone in the home has learned 
or will learn to take the proper interest in 
them. There is not a home so humble that 
it cannot be made noble and refined by the 
use of plants that can be grown at pleas- 
ure for next to nothing. A home, if ever so 
costly, looks poor and tasteless without 
them. 

The plant when unfolding leaf by leaf 
and blossom after blossom is not only an 
object of beauty, it is a living being replete 
with interest, for it not only affords the 
form and color, but more than anything, 
the mystery of life, the wonderful and con- 
stant changes working beneath our eyes. 

Whether plants have any influence on the 
health of persons living in rooms where 
they are grown, or not, is a matter of con- 
Jecture only. In ordinary, well-ventilated 
houses there is no need of plants to purify 
the atmosphere, nor is there any danger to 
be apprehended from their use. Strone 
Odors may be injurious to sensitive persons, 
But very few flowers likely to. be cultivated 
in @ dwelling room, are as strongly scented 
as that. The culture of house plants can do 
no injury to the health of anyone, but on the 
other hand, as they brighten the homes, 
and give diversity and interest to the most 
lonely places, their infiuence for good, In 
one Way, at least, is beyond all doubt. 

To begin the right way always saves 
trouble and annoyance. The stocks should 
be absolutely healthy, the overgrown, sick- 
ly plants are expensive at any price and 
as a rule give you more trouble than plea- 
sure, Many of the soft-wooded plants are 
easily increased and most of such plants 
should be frequently renewed by means ot 
cuttings. There should be no hesitating in 
throwing away old, worthless and unsight- 
ly stuff. Very little work, but consider- 
able thoughtfulness is needed. Cleanliness 
is very important in the treatment of plants. 
Careful watering is another thing to be 
observed. 

Anybody interested in plants and watch- 
ing their silent development will soon learn 
to discern their need. Almost impercepti- 
ble changes in the color of the foliage wiitl 
“y if the plant needs more nutriment, or 
if they need more or less water.

The roots gradually branching penetrates 
the’ soil in all directions and by means of 
iumerous fine hairs just above the growing 
int, absorbs nutriment dissolved in water. 
Chis nutriment and water ascends as sap 
o the leaves where under the action of 
heat and light it is assimilated and be- 
comes avallable as food. 

Roots of pot-plants, if everfed or over- 
watered, are apt to sicken anf decay, 
hence thorough drainage and judicious 
watering are absolutely necessary. 

The leaves serve to assimilate plant- 
food under the action of light and heat. 
The under side of the leaf Is covered with 
thousands of openings through which car- 
bonic acid of the air is absorbed. The 
leaves also serve as organs of evapora- 
tion. The gum matter of the leaf is called 
chlorophyll, and can only be formed under 
the influence of sunlight. As the leaf is 
one of the most important organs of the 
plant and absolutely necessary to growth 
and development, they should always be 
kept clean and in a healthy state. 

Always use water of the same temperature 
as that of the earth in which they grow. 
Do not use cold water; the chill should be 
removed. 

As to heat, that is not the most important 
for the health of your plants: the greater 
number you can have in cold weather wi!l 
always be warm enough in your house, pro- 
vided it does not freeze there. The essential 
point is that they should nut pass by sud- 
den alternation from heat to cold. There 
should be as little difference as possible be- 
tween the temperature night and day. 

They should have all the light you can 
possibly give them. 

After water, heat and light the continual 
renewal of air is most necessary. Both 
your own health and that of the plant will 
be the better for this. 

Plants in a room have really but one ene- 
my-—the dust necessarily raised by sweep- 
ing. The vlants that have large, thick 
leaves should be wiped at Jeast twice a 
week with a moist sponge. As to those 
whose leaves are too smal! tu admit of 
this sort of cleaning, you must proceed in 
the following manner: Fill a watering pot, 
the nose of which has very fine holes, with 
water of the proper temperature, incline 
each pot containing a plant to be cleaned 
separately over the sink, and then with 
the watering pot, turning the plant around 
all the time. pour a fine shower, which 
will have the effect of rain. By this means 
you avoid wetting the earth of the pot to 
excess, and these plants wil! be perfectly 
free from dust. 

Good fibrous loam, obtained by cutting 
sods in rich pasture or by the wayside, 
when well decayed, is the beset and clean- 
est soil that can be had for general pur- 
poses. This can be made up to suit most 
plants with clean sand and cecayed man- 
ure or leaf-mould. 


The Advice of Experts on the Proper Plants for the Window 
Garden, Their Food, Etc., Prepared for Sunday 
Post-Dispatch Readers. 


All truly woody plants require a firm pot- 
ting, while soft-wooded plants do better 
in less firm soil. Young plants should 
never be given to large pots, as they will 
become overfed and sick. Success depends 
largely in the observation of this rule. 
For soft-wooded plants frequent repotting 
is necessary until the plant reaches nor- 
mal size and is ready for flowering. 

In potting, care must be taken to pre- 
serve all good roots and insert them in 
as naturala position as possible. They 
should never be bruised. 

In repotting place the left hand care- 
fully over the top of the soil two fingers 
on each side of the plant and with a 
sharp kriock by the rim of the pot against 
some hard object, remove the clump from 
the pot. If it is well rooted and in good 
condition only remove the loose soil from 
the top and the crocks from the bottom 
and put in a weli-dra:ned pot. Fill in with 
well prepared carth. It is well to place 
charcoal in the bottom of the pot as it 
keeps the soil sweet and gives the foil- 
iage a rich dark color, The pots when 
finished should never be quite full, allow 
liberal space for watering. 

Drainage is necessary. In draining place 
a large curved plece of broken crock over 
the hole in the bottom of the pot, then 
place a few other pieces around it, this 
prevents the pot from becoming clogged 
and gives perfect drainage. Examine the 
pot carefully to ascertain whether the 
outlet for water is satisfactory. If a pot 
with a solid bottom is used make holes 
necessary for water outlet.

S you requested me to send you a 
A list of plants fit for house culture, 
I hereby submit the following lst, 
everyone of which I can vouch for, to 
be able to stand the dry atmosphere of the 
average home. A great number of plants 
could be recommended for use in the house, 
because of their extreme hardihood, but 
as a rule the very hardy plants are neither 
beautiful nor desirable. I refer to the cac- 
taceus plants, but to those who are able 
to see beauty in this class of plants I 
would heartily recommend their culture. 

There is a plant, which, to the uninitiated, 
might appear to be a cact@ceus plant, san- 
seviera zelanica, which, although it has 
succulent leaves, belongs to the Hly fam- 
ily. This is one of our best house-plants 
and requires very little water in the win- 
ter. Its silver barred sword-like leaves 
make it very attractive. Among the palms 
the Kentia reigns supreme, Its leayes must 
be sponged frequently to keep the breath- 
ing pores open 

“Aspidistra elatior variegata is another 
excellent house plant, perhaps the best of 
all. Dracaena godseffiana" ts good, but is 
much more expensive for the reason it is 
not so common, and would be more prized. 
“Ara ia silbodie" is another house piant of 
merit, it is allied to the rice paper p ant of 
the Chinese. “Dracaena indivisa’”’ is also 
desirable because of its amenability to 
house culture. ‘“Sanchezia nobi.is,” is o 
easy culture, and has beautifully marked 
foliage. ‘“‘Anthericum vittatum  variega- 
tum” (scap plant) will thrive in almost any 
house, and its well-marked leaves are eas- 
ily kept in condition. 

Among the ferns, ‘‘nephro'epsis exa'‘tata’’ 
and its varieties, also “aspidiumfalcatum,”’ 
which are quite hardy, are desirable, but we 
should not attempt to raise any of the more 
tender ferns, unless we have the means of 
supplying moisture, which can only be done 


by means of a “Wardian case.”” That' is, 
a glass case of any size, which will cover 
the plants and so preserve the moisture. 

One point in the culture of plants which 
is of supreme importance, is that ample 
drainage is provided. This can be accom- 
plished by the use of pot sherds, covered 
with some material to keep the pot sherds 
free from the soil, and so prevent the pots 
from being water-logged. 
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INSECT ENEMIES OF 
WINDOW GARDENS. 


ROBABLY not one housekeeper in 2 
Pp takes her plants through a _ winter 


without having them attacked sooner 


or later by insects. Once on the spot and 


unmolested, they increase like the hordes 
of Egypt, eating the leaves and sucking 
the sap until they ruin the little indoor 
garden, 

The reason insect plants are werse on 
house plants than jn the garden is because 
the first are grown under highly artificial 
conditions. Living rooms are unhealthful- 
ly hot; the potted plants are cramped tn 
root, and subject to water gorge or thirst 
starvation if the watering pot is in care- 
less hands. Moreover, the atmosphere is 
surcharged with dust and coal smoke. As 


insects always attack first weak or dirty 


grandparents, aunts, uncles and counsins 
on the under side of the plant’s leaves. 

Too hot and too dusty air is the cause of 
the red spider. There is one sure and simple 
remedy for him and his. It is water. Have 
it warm and plenty of it, and see that the 
undersides of the leaves get as much wet- 
ting «3 the upper and this foe is van- 
quished. 

A plant can be dipped in water as hot as 
the hand can be borne in, and it will not 
hurt it in the least, if not keep longer at a 
time beneath the water than two or three 
seconds, That degree of heat kills the red 
spider quickly. -Dip half a dozen times in 
the hot water in quick succession, and the 
work is done.

hearing, wil never forget. They are a hardy 
plant, which will live in the classroom, and 
their name is Interesting to boys. They are 
called the artillery plant, because they 
bloom with a burst of the bud, which scat- 
ters the dust of the plant several inches 


away. There is no other plant which blooms 


with such explosive power, and hence the 
name artillery plant. In addition to these, I 
send umbrella plants, star flowers, santi- 
linas, acalyphas, glossy-leaf figs, cupbeas, 
plumbagos, spindle trees, alterantheras, 
tralling periwinkles and many others. We 
have a plant called the caricature plant, be- 
cause the markings on the leaves fre- 
quently resemble the human face, I always 
send some of these. 

The flowers are distributed among the 
various schools of the city by Miss Mary 
McCullough of the board of education. 
Each school gets its share, and they may 
be kept fresh and pretty in the room all 
winter, a source of cheer and bright fresh- 
neas to the children and cuitivating a love 
for the beautiful. The idea of sending them 
there is not so much to teach the children 
botany as it Is to cheer the schoolroom, but 
many of the teachers, nevertheless, teach 
botany from the flowers and plants. Quite 
a number of them come here to the gar- 
dens and ask me many questions of the 
flowers, saying they want to tell the chil- 
dren every interesting thing about them. 

I believe that flowers in the schoolrvom 
do much toward eliminating the hoodlum- 
ism natural to some children, because of 
their environment. | remember that when 
lienry Shaw and | were planting and set- 
ting out Tower Grove Park, more than a 
quarter of a century ago, Mr. Shaw put his 
hand over his breast—a way he had when 
he said anything very earnestly—and re- 
marked: 

“Mr. Gurney, I shouldn't wonder if we 
are doing as much good as some of the 
preachers.” 

A flower or a plant must be well treated 
if it retains its beauty. Flowers are just 
like human beings—they are susceptible to 
outside influences; one must be kind to 
them if one desires the best response. 

Care should be taken to avoid cold 
draughts blowing on the flowera. A child 
will take a cold tn the head by aitting in 
a chill draught. A flower also will take @ 
cold and shrivel up. 


IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Flowers must eat and drink as do the 
children, though they do not require feed- 
ing so frequently. The plants we send to 
the schools should be watered once a day. 

Some persons imagine that a plant will 
grow better if transplanted to a larger pot, 
with more earth. This is not necessarily 
true. Sometimes a plant is given too much 
earth and is overfed there'g, just as &@ 
child eats too much cake and becomes sick. 
Plants are often killed, BS transplanting, 
when they are doing ll enough in their 
original pots. 

I trust the children will be kind to their 
window plants and learn to love them, for 
they are worthy of affection.

one must be built. Advantage has been 
taken of this fact to propose that the new 
capital be built at some more central point 
as to population and railroads than Talla- 
hassee. 

Since that town was selected as the seat 
of administration of Florida a great change 
has taken place in that state. Immigration, 
largely from the North, has poured into 
eastern and southern Florida. The great 
bulk of the population is now in and around 
Jacksonville and through the orange belt. 
West Florida, which is a lumber country, 
has become a far less important element in 
the population end wealth of the state, al- 
though the precedent still followed of 
giving one of the United States senators to 
west and the other to east Florida. 

Taking advantage of its increase in popu- 
lation and voting strength, east Florida 
now proposes to move the capital to Jack- 
sonville. If this is done west Florida, which 
will be so far removed from the political 
center of the state, proposes to secede and 
become annexed to Alabama, with which 
state it is connected geographically, com- 
mercially and soctally. 

The secession sentiment in west Florida 
has been strong for 20 vears, and has been 
held under contro! only by the fact that 
Tallahassee, about equally distant from the 
two sections, is the state capital. 

In the contest for the state capital there 


is 


several competitors—Jacksonville, the 
largest city in Florida; Tallahassee, the 
present capital, Ocala and Gainesville. 


The condition of affairs in Florida is the 
result of a number of historical and geo- 
graphical mistakes made by Congress neariy 
a century ago in endeavoring to preserve 
the old Spanish geographical limits without 
regard to the nutural geography of the 
country and the relationship of the popula- 
tion along our gulf coast.

The sfurchase of Florida from Spain in 1819 
gave the United States an opportunity to 
fix the boundaries of the gulf states on an 
intelligent basis. This, however, !t failed to 
do. The act establishing the boundaries of 
Loulsiana was twice changed before Con- 
gress fixed its present limits. The first act 
made Bayou Manchac and Lake Pontchar- 
train its eastern boundary by leaving out 
all of west Florida. A second amendment 
cut off the Mississippi counties so as to give 
the territory of Mississippi a frontage on 
the Gulf of Mexico and a port. The amend- 
ment did not take the question of popula- 
tion into consideration. The gulf coast of 
Mississipp! was settled by the French; @ 
large proportion of its population was and 
is to this day of Creole descent. It remains 
a part of Mississippi politically, but it has 
always been fin every other respect a part 
of Louisiana. 
<In drawing the lines between Florida and 
Alabama the same policy was pursued. Two 
counties on the gulf, Mobile and Baldwin, 
were given to Alabama so that it might 
have a port, but the rest of the gulf front 
remained a part of Florida because it had 
been so under the Spanish. Territorially, it 
belonged to Alabama. 

This arrangement has continued ever 
since, largely because the framers of our 
constitution made no provision for the se- 
cession of a part of a state and its annexa- 
tion to a neighboring state. 

Twenty vears agoa strong movement was 
inaugurated in west Florida asking for its 
annexation to Alabama. The sentiment was 
almost unanimous in favor of secession, 
and the secessionists went so far as to lay 
the matter before the officials of Alabama 
to know whether that state would be will- 
ing to pay a sum of money for this new 
territory, so as to compensate Florida for 
the loss and assume a proper share of the 
State debt. 

Alabama accepted the proposition, but the 
Florida Legislature. in which west. Florida 
had only a minority, refused to allow the 
secession. 

The secession movement is showing great 
strength again today, both in Alabama and 
Florida. It is asserted that nine-tenths of

| The rasping machine consists of a cylin- 
der 30 inches in diameter and 36 inches long. 
This cylinder is made of wood and 1s cuv- 
ered with plec@s of sheetiron punched full 
of holes about one-eighth of an inch In 
diameter. The rough edges of the iron, re- 
sulting from the punch, face outward. 
These pieces of iron are nailed on the cylin- 
‘der in sections, and when they have be- 
come dulled by use they are taken off and 
replaced by new sheets. The rate of revolu- 
tion ef the cylinder is about 600 per minutc. 


The rasp revolves as near a brace of 
hardwood as can be, and the potatoes, be- 
ing stopped by the brace from passing, are 


reduced to a fine pulp by the rapidiy revolv- 
ing g@rum. Some of the modern factories 
have specially constructed rasps which are 
more effective than those just described. 

A stream of water is thrown upon the 
tatoes as they enter the comminuter. 
that the pulp is readily washed through as 
it is reduced to the required degree of fine- 
ness. 

The pulp falls from the ra@per onto a 
starch separator, the bottom of which con- 
sists of a wire gauze having % meshes to 
the square inch. These. meshes are not one- 
thirtieth of an inch tn pomp because 
| the thickness of the wire must be deducted. 

This separator is slightly inclined, so that 
the shaking. process gredually moves the 
pulp toward the lower end. The separator is 
of the same width as the rasps, 3% inches, 
and 12 feet long.

The crude starch resulting from this pro- 
cess is lifted with shovels and thrown into 
another and smaller tank, fitted with a re- 
volving stirrer. Water in large quantities 
is added at the same time, and the siarch 
is beaten into a cream and again allowed 
te settle. 


This process is simply for washing the 
Starch and removing the larger portion of 
impurities. In the second settling the pure 
white starch first goes to the bottom, and 
when the water is drawn off it is found to 
be covered with a thin layer of starch 
mixed with various forms of impurities. 
This layer is removed separately, and the 
pure starch underneath is ready for the 
drving tables. 

The layer of dirty starch removed as 
above indicated is subjected to a- second 
washing, and, if necessary, to a third, the 
final separation of the starch which it con- 
tains being sometimes effected in starch 
separators of the usual construction. These 
are so constructed that the starch cream 
poured upon them permits the sepafation of 
the starch during the flow of the liquid, s0 
that by the time the end of the screen is 
reached the starch Is practically deposited 
and the dirt and refuse flow away. 

The white starch derived from the process 


just described is dried in kilns of two kinds, 


The old-fashioned kilns were heated direct- 
ly by furnaces, the hot air coming from the 
pipes being used to drv the starch. In the 
modern kilns, the drying is effected by 
means of steam: coils. These permit a more 
untform and more rapid drying, and at the 
same time diminish the denger of fire, 
which is very great in the kilns heated di- 
rectly by furnaces. 

Inside of the Kiin are long shelves, upon 
which the wet starch is piled. After a few 
hours’ drying the large blocks of wet starch 
fall down in smaller portions on raking, 
and these smaller portions fall through the 
slats and are caught upon the shelves. be- 
low. Thus, little by little, the starch which 
is raked through the shelves becomes drier 
and drier and is brought into contact with 
the hot alr. 

In this way the starch gganules are pro- 
tected from swelling and conversion into 4 
pasty mass, as would otherwise be the case 
if they were subjected in the wet state to 
the full temperature of the final drying. 

It requires about twelve hours to com 
plete the drying when the most effective 
kilns are employed, so that the kilns are 
charged with the wet starch, aw 4 rule, 
twice a day. The size of the kilns Is, of 
course, proportionate to the capacity of the 
house. For a house using 1200 barrels of po- 
tatoes a day the kilns are about # feet long 
and 30 feet wide, and the shelves on which 


the starch is dried are about 15 feet in . 


height.

After the mass of starch has become unl- 
form tn its content of moisture it is placed 
in barrels and ts then ready for transpor- 
tation. 

Potato starch possesses peculiar proper= 
ties, rendering it especially valuable for use 
in cloth print works. Nearly all of the po- 
tato starch manufactured in Maine is sold 
to the print works in Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island and other parts of New England.
